A Three Per Cent Funding Bill. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5.—The 
following is the text of the three per cent. 
funding bill introduced this afternoon by 
Senator Sherman: 

Be it enacted Scion 1— That the 
Secretary of tke Treasury is hereby 
authorized to reccive atthe Treasury of the 
United States lawful money of the United 
States to the amount of fifty dollars or 
any multiple of that sum, and to 
issue inexcharg2therefor an equal amount 
of registered or coupon bonds of the U.S. of 
the der ominatious of 550, 5100, 5500, $1,000, 
and F100, 00), ok such form as he 
he may prescribe, bearing interest at thejrate 
of 3 per cent per annum, p yable either q lar- 
terly er S mi-anuua ly, at the 
Treasury of the Usited Stats. Sun b, 
shall be exempt irom all taxition by or un- 


der State authority and he 
payable at the pleasure of the 
United States after the let day 


of January 1887. The order of their 

motto be determ'ned by lw, or in the 
sence of s ich legislation by the rules and 
rezii/ations to be prescribed by the Secretary 


of the Treasury. The money deposited 
under this act shall be promptly 
applied solely to the redemption 


of the bonds of the United States bearing 3 
per centinterest, andthe aggregate amount

Horrible Murder—Desperate Struggle 
With a Stage Robber. 


DETROIT, December 5.—An unprovoked 
and horrible murder was committed last 
nightin the western part of the city bys 
young man named Charles Martin, he fol- 
lowing an old man, aged 75 vears, named 
Christian Ternes,who was peaceably carrying 
milk to his customers, whom he regularly 
served, and asking him in$ulting questions 
and attempting to pick a quarrel with him.

THE NEW SPEAKER. 

J. WARREN KEIFER, of Ohio, will to-day 
be elected Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Republicans, who un- 
doubtedly have aclear majority, no matter 
what the Greenback dunces may attempt to 
do. 

Now, whoisthis man who, for the next 
two years, will fill the position in this coun- 
try which is next tothe Presidency itself in 
power and influence? 

To say that KEIFER’s candidacy up to a 
few days ago was almost universally 


truth. Tosay that the sudden elevation of 
this unknown perroutothe Speakership is 
the astonishment „f the country is equally 
true. But worse than ail this—it is hardly 
an exaggeration to say that those whodo 
know Mr. KEIFER know bis capabilities are 
as mediocre and commonplace as his reputa- 
tion was obscure and dubious, and that he is 
probably in every respect as brilliantly un- 
fit for the place as any citizen could wel: 
be. His unexpected elevation is a 
most signal evidence of what impudent as- 
surance and push can accomplish. It is an- 
other evidence of the same irony of accidents 
that elevated a discharged tax-collector and 
New York city politician of doubtful repute 
to the Presidency. 

KEIFER has been in Congress for two terms. 
He represents an agrizultural district of Ohio. 
He is a jolly kind of a goed-natured wind-bag, 
without much ability of any sort, but an 
unlimited appreciation of himself. 

Without bigher intelligence or any original 
intellect, he naturally takes the narrowest 
partisan views, and he placed himself in 
sympathy with the majority of small-fry loca 
politicians, who constitute the majority of the 
present House. 

Two causes have chiefly contributed to 
this remarkable choice. First, limited ma- 
terial to select from—the great paucity of 
brains onthe Republican side. Nearly all 
experienced members of ability who led 
the Republican side of the House 
have been taken out of it. GARFIELD is 
dead, BLAINE is in the Cabinet, and FRYE, 
HaLE, CONGER, LAPHAM and MILLER have 
been sent to the upper House. The only two 
Republicans in the present House who rise 
above mediocrity and have decided ability 
are ROBESON and Kasson. But ROBESON 
has a sure thing of the New Jersey Senator- 
ship and Kasson is a BLAINE man, 
which killed him. Thus the choice was 
practically limited to J. WARREN KEIFER 
and HISCOCK, another mediocrity, whose 
candidacy was fuliy as great a piece of assur- 
ance as that of KEIVER. The secoad cause 
wos the silent but substantial support of the 
Administration. Mr. ARTHUR did not like 
HIScCOCK, who ia New York always acted 
against the CONKLING faction. KEIFER af- 
fected to be aStalwart sympathizer of the 
306 brand. Tne Administration drew the 
line, andthe Stalwart candidate carried off 
the prize. 

A month ago there was hardly one person 
outofa hundrea thousand outside of Ohio 
who had ever heard of such a chap as KkI- 
FER. A year ago there were three men in 
politics who were known to have no influ- 
ence whatever at Washington—the one be- 
cause, riding on the fence and belonging to 
neither party, he had the confidence of no- 
body; the other because, being a friend of 


CONKLING, the Administration was bent 
upon his political destruction. To-day 
these three men fil the foremost three 
places in our elective system. AR- 
THUR, the bounced tax-ratherer, is Presi- 
dent; Davis, the ridicuied political acrobat, 
is Vice-President; KEIFER, the obscurest of 


the obscure, is Speaker. Who is there blind 
enough not to see how little merit, ability, 
character or fitness had to do with these 
elevations? Whois there blind enough not to 
see the keen, sardonic ireny of accident 
which makes the highest places in the land, 
including the Presidency, like so many prizes 
in a lottery? 


MR. CHARLES GREEN, the distinguished 
salary-grab President of the St. Louis Fair 
Association, has put forth an electioneeriny 
document in the shape of an annual report 
which reads like a fairy tale. It seems, from 
this report, that in the face of rain, mud, 
short crops, horse disease and Providentia] 
interference, Mr. GREEN nas been able to 
reduce the debt of the Association very 
materially within the two years that he has 
been in control. It will be observed, how- 
ever, that the principal reduction was made 
in the year that Mr. GREEN first elected him- 
self to the Presidency. This was when the 
Fair had a magnificent impetus and it couldn’t 
resist the prosperity showered uponit. Thi- 
year the baleful irfluence of GREEN was fel! 
and the poor showing is charged up to the 
weatber and the pink-eye. If Mr. GREEN 
succeeds, for the sake of the attractive $3,000 
per year, in  foisting himself upon 
the Association again, the most un- 
pleasant results wii! certainly follow.

The Latest Styles of Winter Furs—Lit- 
Srary Wales.

Boston, November 29.—Ah! the first 
really cold day of the season does seem to 
freeze the marrow in one’s bones. Yester- 
day was that day. I couldn’t get really 
warm all day long, spite of the steam that 
eizzled in my radiator, and the parlor at 
home wasn’t any more comfortable, though 
the furnace register was open and in full 
play. But then I must remember that, like 
Flaxie Frizzle, I am ‘‘drefile easy to freeze.” 
Other people called it a fine bracing day,“ 
and very seasonable weather;’’ but every- 
body bad her fur-cloak on just the same, and 
they who hadn’t any went straight and or- 
dered them. But they'll have to wait their 
turn now, and shiver in their ordinary wraps 
till their orders can be filled. Our orders 
for sealskin sacques are four weeks ahead“ 
said Mr. Kakas, the leading furrier, to me 
this afterncon, when I went to him for some 
points to a leiter which I thought to make 
supplementary to my late one about shawls, 
‘‘Immense business on seal sacques—never 
had a season like it.

the tears do the rest of the business. But 
then, bappy man his wife isn’t strong-mind- 
ed, and a woman in tears is such a beautiful 
sight, you know - provided it doesn’t make her 
nose red—that he must be wiliing to pay 
sourdly for owning such a sweet little auto- 
matic doll, who can shed tears and spend 
money with equal facility and agility.

in the winter-time as the foolish ones, 
though they are now likely to have 
but one at a time. his great 


was looking about to-day is a famous place 
for the silk and fur garments which are now 
so very popular, butin whichit is generally 
difficuit to fiad a satisfactory variety from 
which to choose; but here styles are designed 
by Mr. Kakas himself, and carried into ex- 
ecution by skillful workers who turn out 
most beautifui garments indeed.

The So-Called Crystal Variety Es- 
tablishment on Elm Street. 


A Disgueting and Filthy Saturday 
Night Performance.

Almost a Murder at the Alhambra Early 
This Morning. 


The Post-DisPaTCH in attempting to sup- 
press the variety dens has rotyet had much 
to say about the Crystal Palace. This “den“ 
is owned by George Fresch and minaged by 
Lew Catlett. Itison Elm strect near Sev- 
enth and is as frightful an afifictiom in the 
low variety line as the city haz heen tolerating 
since the free-and-easy period that is always 
referred to as war times. It has been con- 
ceded by the police and partly indorsed by 
the Collector that the Crystal Palace is an 
orderly and first-class establishment, a few 
degrees higher in the scale of morality und 
decency than the Esher brothers’ Alhawpra, 
A visit to Esher’s was wiitten up iz priday’s 

Post-Disratcn, the reporter elling a plain 
and unvarnished story of what he saw and 
beard at the Ambra at 4 perform- 
ance given the preceding night. In order 
to ascertaip konctly what kind of a place the 
Crystal Palace was a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
Porter visited the variety dive“ last Satur- 
ay night, paying 25 cents for a seat in vhe 
chairs nearest the orchestra. This was the 
highest admission fee demanded from any- 
body, 15 cents being asked for the seats in the 
middie oi the floor, and 10 cents for those 


near the door. The boys’ gallery 
was 10 cents, but bovs were 
sprinkled all over the house. The house 


Was crowded from the front door, where the 
greasy tickets were sold, clear up to the 
stage. The picture presented was a tilthy and 
disgusting one. Clouds of cheap tobacco 
smoke assailed the rafters of the establish- 
ment and made the dimness of the gasligbt 
unusually distressing. The cement floor 
Was covered with moisture to a disagreeable 
exient; tobacco juice and beer mingled every- 
where. Taking his seat near the orchestra, 
the reporter looked back at „ 
THE AUDIENCE, 

men and boys with not a womin in sizht 

anywhere, hardly a suggestion of cleanliness 
in ihe individual or general appearance of the 
crowd, and the oae great and glorious am- 
bition prevailed in every section of the house, 
to,drink as much hot beer and smoke as 
many vile cigars as Providence will permit 
the average man or boy to enjoy. la front 
of tbe reporter sat two bald- 
headed citizens with whiskers cut after the 
most approved front-pew-in-the-Presbyter- 
jan-church style. They smoxed like Turks the 
whole time and gave their vigorous and un- 

divided attention to every female that ap- 

peared on the stage. Next to the reporter 
on bis right sat a 14-year-old boy who drank 

beer like water and vied witb the ancient and 
giabrous-browed gentlemen in front in ad- 

miring the feminine end of the concern. 
Otber small boys of tender age and beer-guz- 

ling and limb-inspecting proclivities sat in 
the right and left corners under the stage, 

disputing these places with tbfu and sallow- 

faced young men whonursed such big quids 
of tobacco under their cheeks that they looked 
ab it they had two upper jiw-bones, while 
they planked their polished boots up high 

against the stage front and gave other unmis- 

takable evidences of the fact they were worth 

nothing financially or otherwise, and had 

nothing to recommend them to consideration 
except an unlimited quantity and adamant.ne 
quality of cheek. There were very little boys 

in the fifteen cent chairs, smaller boys in the 

ten cent section, and boys so small that you 

can scarcely tee them without microscopes in 

the gallery. The men were of the laboring 

class, or represented a cheap grade of dry 

goods and kindred clerkships. There were 

many beetiing brows, narrow aud shaggy 

foreheads and altogether criminal faces in the 

Assemblage. Certainly there was no intelli- 

gence inthe crowd. The audience alone, with 

the opportunities it offered the merest boys 

for beer-drinking, cigar-smoking and feasting 
off the most pernicious vices, condemned the 

place as a resort of the lowest character, with 

no singie redeeming feature to recommend it 
to the forbearance of the executors of the law. 

THE SHOW 

Was even worse than the audience. It was 
given on a pitifully small and poorly furnish- 

ed stage, before which a harpist, a flutist,vio- 

linist, B flat cornetist and alto horn blower 

wandered each in bis own wild and sweetly 

Wayward way, cutting across melodic lots, 

towards the same goal of discordant har- 

ey. “The summer eirc'e,“ in which a 

number of short-dressed and thin-limbed 

women sit around in ‘a first part,’ was over 

when the reporter ariived| and so he 

escaped the filth which must have 

decorated that portion of the 

performance. Ile was in time for the “‘olio 

of oddities,’?’ however, which introduced 

“queens of the serio-comic stage“ and all 

that sort of thing in the cheapest kind of 

dresses, and the poorest kind of songs rattled 

outin a dissolute and very distressing way; 

Irish comedians which were neither Irjsh 

norcomic; Ethiopian sketches that were 

painfuily lacking in the qualityof humor or 

merit, and jigs and clogs that a barefooted 

boy could bave danced better on an old cel- 

lar door on a red-hot day in July. 

The whole aim and object of the greatest at- 
tractions seemed to be to prove themselves as 
vulgar and sinful as the rubber limit of the 
law will allow them to go. It would be im- 
possible to make use in print of the indecen- 
cies expressed on the stage and the obsceni- 
ty that was suggested in the words and ac- 
tions of some of the people who appeared. 

The reporter remained in the so-called 
theater for over an hour, and will try to tel! 
exactly what he saw and heard there as far 
as be can, and at the same time keep within 
the bounds of propriety. 

THE PROGRAMME, 

Mies Etta Morse, a tall, stout female in a 
tawdry dress of black velvet and yellow cam- 
bric, first burst upon the vision in a profusion 
of cheap jewelry and sickly smiles, which 
were directed towards the small boys atthe 
sides of the stage. She sang several clap-

Thomas Dalton, an alleged Irish comedian, 
them came out in a black suit, a red wig,a red 
face and short, thick cane. fle could neither 
sing mor tell a story, nor dance a step:

This is tre kind of entertainment that was 
sten at the Crystal Palace yesterday after 
noon and last night, to boys and men, while 
Police Commissioners were at church aud 
the moral element of the community were on 
their knees before their respective altars pe- 
titioning for the conversion of canni- 
bals and other people of that class. The 
attention of the Police Commissioners and Pc- 
lice, as well as Collector Hudson's attentioa, 
is called to this article, as indicating the 
style of entertainment provided af the Crys- 
tal Palace, the license of which is about to be 
renewed. 

AT ESHER’S. 

The Alhambra Theater came near furnish- 
ing a murder at 2 o’clock this morning. At 
that hour, after the show was over, William 
Rouse, an employe of Smith & Beggs, was 
sitting at a table with some of the women 
who are among the attractions of the estab- 
lisbment. The rules of the house oblige the 
woman to get around after the performance 
4o ‘*work’’ the susceptible gentlemen who 
linger in the amusement precincts for drinks. 
The drinks that are served under these cir- 
cumstances must be paid for at double the 
regular rates. Beer is ten cents, whisky 
twenty-five and other refreshments still 
bigher. The women always ask for brandy 
and soda, or something of that sort, and get 
cider or sarsaparilla, for which the“ gawk“ 
or gray“ pays at least a quarter and maybs 
more. hen Rouse arrived at the Dispen- 
sary at 2:30 a. m. to-day he had a big and 
bleeding gash in the back of his head and told 
the old, old story. He was sitting at the 
table, be said, when a waiter brought 
in drinks for everybody. Rouse claims that 
he did not order the drinks. He was, howev- 
ever, asked to pay for them, and plaintiff re- 
fused. One of Esher’s employes, a fellow 
named Larkin, said if he did not fork over 
the amount demanded his hide would pay for 
it. Rose still refused to pay and Larkin struck

The Financial Situation in Southern 
Arkansas Said to be Alarming. 


Mr. Holcomb, a planter, living near Riyou 
La Fourche, was met on ’Change to-day by a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter and asked the con- 
dition of the cotton crop along the river. “It 
is very poor,” said he, ‘‘taking it as a general 


thing.“ I do not believe that up and down 
the river much more than a half 
crop will be realized. You see 


while parts of Louisiana are very good there 
are long stretches of country in Mississippi 
and Arkansas where the crop has failed alto- 
cether. I have had occasion to travel largely 
in Southern Arkansas witbin the last month, 
and I do not think the cotton crop will be one 
third of the usual yield.’? 

‘There is said to bea great deal of commer- 
cial distress in Arkansas?“ 


„There is. You see there is not very much 
money in the country, everything is done on 


credit, and a failure of the cotton crop 
throws the whole business machinery of the 
State out of gear. The planters cannot pay 
the storekeepers What they owe them, and 
consequentiy the storekeepers are smashing 
up at a lively rate.“ 

“Why don’t we hear more of this in St. 
Louis!“ 

„For several reasons. In the first place, the 
merchants who are suffering here understand 
the situation thorouguly and want to say as 
little about it as possible, and yet there are 
some of them who must have lost a great deal 
of money in the last six weeks. They hope 
to secure their losses and they do not want to 
impair their own credit by any confession of 
heavy losses.“ 

„What will the end be?’? 

The weak storekeepers who have given to) 
much credit to impecunious planters will 
be forced tothe wail. The planters them- 
selves will lose a great deal, and one more 
lesson will be taught the Southern people

IHE DECEMBER TERM. 


Telegraph Pole Trouble—Insuranée Sult 
and Other Cases in Court, 

The December term of the Circuit Court 
opcned this morning,and the five Judges 
passed upon a number of cases taken under 
advisement from last term. In Judge 
Boyle’s court a decision was expected in the 
Jaminet divorce case, but it was not 
forthcoming, the court requiring further 
time to deliberate in the matter. Judge 
Horner gave out his decisioninthe telegraph 
pole case, Gay vs. Mutual Union Telegraph 
Company, referring to the obstruction va 
Second and Pine streets. Th e injunction is 
made perpetual against the company. An 
appeal against this and the decision of 
Judge Lindley inthe Baltimore and Ohio 
Company’s case with reference to the pole 
at Second and Chestnut streets will be taken 
by the companies to the Court of Appeals. 
Judge Horner’s decision is similar to that of 
Judge Lindley, of which the sub- 
stance was given in Saturday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, He rules that the 
plaintiff is damaged in a special manner 
over and above the general inconvenience suf- 
fered by the public at large and he has no 
adequate remedy at law. The streets and 
sidewalks are already too narrow to accom- 
modate the persons and vehicles frequenting 
them and the telegraph companies are re- 
quired by city ordinace to use alleys for the 
purpose of erecting poles “when praticable.”’ 

In the suit of Silas Bent, receiver of the 
St. Louis Mutual Insurance Company,against 
the administrator of W. J. Lewis, to recover 
about $20,000, theamountofa bonus alleged 
to have been received by Mr. Lewis as a di- 
rector for securing the transfer of the 
assets of the St. Louis Mutual to 
the Mound City Company, Judge Lindley 
overruled the motion to dismiss the amended 
petition. The court rules that it is suffiient 
and states the cause of action, referring to no
